Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 4-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Amendment, declaration, and arguments filed on 9/21/09 are persuasive in overcoming 
the prior art rejections. Specifically, arguments are persuasive in identifying that Suzuki fails to 
disclose or suggest an in-plane retardation and thickness retardation each within the proposed 
ranges (see Remarks Pages 7-10).
